MAKING THE MOST OF 
FRESH VEGETABLES 


The rules for the preparation of 
vegetables so that they yield the 
utm ost in flavor and food value 
are simple. 
But they 
must 
be 
faithfully followed in order to get 
the desired results. 
First of all, they must be wash­ 
ed thoroughly so that every par­ 
ticle of dirt is 
removed. 
Then 
they should be carefully pared or 
saraped or shelled if 
the 
skins 
m ust be removed. Keep them im­ 
m ersed in cold w ater until they 
are to be cooked in order to keep 
them crisp and to prevent discol­ 
oration.

STRING BEANS 


Remove the 
strings 
carefully;

Cut asparagus on lower part of 
stalks as far down as they will 
snap.

Remove husks and silks from

MAKING THE MOST OF 
FRESH VEGETABLES 
Broiled Steak—Favorite With Men 


The rules for the preparation of 
vegetables so that they yield the 
utmost in flavor and food value 
are simple. 
But they 
must 
be 
faithfully followed in order to get 
the desired results. 
First of all, they must be wash­ 
ed thoroughly so that every par­ 
ticle of dirt is 
removed. 
Then 
they should be carefully pared or 
soraped or shelled if 
the 
skins 
must be removed. Keep them im­ 
mersed in cold water until they 
are to be cooked in order to keep 
them crisp and to prevent discol­ 
oration. 
Cook in boiling water 
and always maintain the water at 
that point. 
One teaspoon of salt 
to 1 quart of water is the proper 
proportion for correct 
flavoring. 
Here are a number of methods for 
the preparation of vegetables ob­ 
tainable at this time of year. 


STRING BEANS 


Remove the 
strings 
carefully; 
break the 
pods 
into 
one-inch 
pieces or slice diagonally with a 
knife. 
Wash carefully and drop 
in boiling salted water. 
Boil un­ 
til tender, then 
drain 
off 
the 
water and add melted butter. Pork 
may be boiled with the beans if 
desired. 


FRESH ASPARAGUS 


Cut asparagus on lower part of 
stalks as far down as they will 
snap. 
Wash, remove scales 
and 
retie bunches. 
Cook in 
boiling, 
salted water until tender, leaving 
tips out of water for the first ten 
minutes. 
Serve with butter 
or 
white sauce. 
Serve alone or on 
toast. 


BOILED BEETS 


Wash beets but do not cut them. ( 
Cook in boiling water until ten- j 
der.

TOMATOES WITH EGGS 


Gently cook whole tomatoes, be­ 
ing careful that they do not lose 
their shape. 
When done place in 
a baking pan and hollow out the 
center. Into each tomato drop an 
egg. 
Sprinkle with salt and #ep- 
per and place in a moderate oven 
until the eggs 
are 
set. 
Serve 
garnished with parsley. 


CORN ON THE COB 


Remove husks and silks from 
the corn and drop the ears into a 
kettle of rapidly 
boiling 
water. 
The approximate time for boiling 
young corn is ten minutes, a long­ 


time will be required if the corn 
is old. 


STUFFED CUCUMBERS 


4 cucumbers 
1 cup pecans 
6 tablespoons mashed potatoes 
1 well-beaten egg 
1 teaspoon salt 
2 tablespoons chopped parsley 
1 saltspoon white pepper 
1 teaspoon capers 
Dash of grated nutmeg 
2 tablespoon melted butter 
1 cup white sauce 
Dash of powdered cloves 
1 well-beaten egg 
Salt and pepper 
Cut the 
cucumbers 
in

lengthwise. 
Remove
